The  amouht  cf"^rga/ine  produced  in  the  United  States  during  January  1945  was 
59,146,000  pomid^  a^jmovjn  by  compilation  of  reports  received  from  all  margarine 
manufacturers . 

January  1945  production  was  5,303,000  pounds  more  than  that  of  January  1944, 
and  16,422,000  pounds  greater  than  the  January  average  for  the  5  years,  1940-44. 

Of  the  total  amount  produced  55 ,551 ,000,  pounds  or  94  percent  were  manufactur- 
ed from  vegetable  oils  only  and  3,595,000  pounds  or  6  percent  from  animal  and  veg- 
etable oils.     Coloring  was  added  to  6  percent  of  the  margarine  produced. 
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
